' eur iaward State and Condition, and allo of his Love, Grace 
and Mcrcy, that we may walk worthy of this his great Love, 
and Dread and Fear himin our Hearts, a'ways having the'Eyes 
of our Mind towards him, that in his Light, ſhining ig.ourSouls, 
we may ſee even the leaſt appearance of Evil, and waiting in it 
we may receive Power to be kept and preſerytd aut. of it, feſt 
dy cotring in or conſenting to it weſhould offend the Lord, and- 
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and Faveur of his Countenance from us, which would bring 
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Works of God, we ſhall never fall again; for ſo an cnzrance 
ſhall be mitiſtred unto us - abundantly, into the Everlaſting 
Kingdom of our Lord and $aviour- Jeſus Chrift, wto is the 
true Light, which lights every man that comes into the World, 
in which heavenly and divine Light, we daily receive Life, Ver- 
tueand-Power, to eleape the. Corruption that is in the World 
through Luſt, - and to live Sebcrly, Rightooull and Godly in 
. this preſent World, to the Honous and Praiſe of him that bath 
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ſelf a peculiar People, z£alou: unto gond Works ; and that fo 
out of the Mouths of Babes and Sackling:she may perfeR Praiſes 
for his Name.
